DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/22/10 
has been entered. 

Claims 1 , 3-9, 1 2-1 4, 1 6-40 & 43 are pending in the application with claims 1 8-39 
withdrawn.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to an electrochemical cell with an aluminum anode, 
fiberglass cloth separator, woven metal cathode and solid alkali peroxide. The cell is 
activated by the addition of water. 

The closest prior art of US 6,991 ,876 (Narang), teaches a metal/oxygen battery 
comprising an anode that could be aluminum and a cathode that included an alkali 
metal peroxide and a non-aqueous electrolyte. Narang does not teach or suggest using 
an aqueous electrolyte or arranging the battery components in claimed manner that 
included a cathode comprising a woven metal electrode and a solid alkali peroxide, the 
cathode positioned adjacent to the first fiberglass cloth, the woven metal electrode of 
the cathode positioned such that the first fiberglass cloth is between the woven metal 
electrode and the aluminum anode and the solid alkali peroxide of the cathode 
positioned such that the woven metal electrode is between the solid alkali peroxide and 
the first fiberglass cloth.
